We 
can quite believe that the issue 
‘has become ratber badis en- 
tangled in red tape. seeing that 
more than one Government de- 
partment is invotved in the ques 
tion, but sizer 2 year's silence on 
the subject the Goveromenot 
sorely ought to have something 
to tell us.

yb rom the Fact that the Govern- 
ment is sotting aside a sum of 
moaey with which to .ay 
King’s Park a recreation 
ground, it would appear that, 
agreement bas been reached at 
least in regard to some of these 
lands. Ifthatis 30, wby cannot 
we ha told something definite 
labout.it? Whatis of even more 
importance than shifting recrea- 
tion clubs fram one site to an- 
other, howev 1, is the rendering 
available of land for commercial 
and residential purposes. Here on 
the Hongkong side, the military 
are in possession of some of the 
vers best areas of land almos in 
the centre of the city, and we do 
not hear a word as to when they 
are likely to ba moved. Aneven 
more glaring anachronism is to 
be found in Kowloon, where a 
very tine site along the Nathan 
Road, right in the residential dis- 
trict, is utilised for the stabling 
of Army mutes whilst Europeans 
have !o go out into or beyond the 
[Chinese quarter ta build houses 
in which to live. This particular 
road ought to be solely occupied 
by European dwellings, yet year 
after year it is found retained for 
subsidiary Army purposes. Hes 
any agreement been reached 
concerning this particuler land? 
Tf so, whed is tho-area likely to 
be rendéred available for build- 
ing?

The Reparations Tangle. 


Tha raparstions problem a prob- 
lem remains. Wehave lost count 
of the number of conferences that 
baws been held over this vexed 
issue. THe latest was held in 
London during August. That 
proved aven more abortive than its 
predecessors. -Thereis to ba stil] 
another gathering, ss the Allied 
representatives are to assemble at 
Brussels nexe month. Previous 
concultations hav ng proved futile, 
there is, at tha fragt glance, little 
reason for expecting a mora ‘de 
finite outcome.from the imperd: 
ing meeting. Atthe London con- 
ference Mr. Lloyd George and M- 
Poincare parted. upon we-agree- 
to-disagree terme, The only hope 
ofa more fruital decision from 
tha Brussels conferenca ia that the 
parties may have learned more 
during the interval concerning 
Germany's financial position. At 
the roment the chances of accord 
do not show any appreciable im- 
provement. Primarily one would 
suppose that the report of the Re 
parations Commission, whatever 
msy hava been its purport, would 
bare been the Allies’ guide. 
From the very limited pablicity 
that the authorities bave given 


English delegate, Sir 
Bradburs, supports Germany's 
application for a lengthy, mora- 
torium, and it is impossible to 
suppose that soch an experienced 
financier as Sir Jobn woold 
favour a sispension of par ments 
far Ave years unless he saw very 
gnod reasons jor it.

After the battle of the 
Mazurian Lakes, where Hindeo- 
bury discomBted the Russian 
“gteam-roller” just when it threat- 
ened to bacome an avalanche, the 
“invincible. marshal” bacame.the 
popular idol, By was of raising 
funds for war charities, the huge 
wooden Hindenburg statue was 
erected and, studded with ‘nails, 
patriotic Teutons driving these in 
at a.mark per head for the hon- 
our. — After the, armistice this 
imposing edifice was removed, 
end we have’ es hazy impression 
that it ended as firewood. While 
this violence was being done té 
Hindenburg’s effigy witha chop-| 
per, that ‘tranchent scribe, 
Maximilian Harden, set his 
pen in motion to: demolish 
the: Marabal’s reputation. Tho 
Hindenburg of popular imagina- 
tion, asderted “the-editor—of thie 
Zukunft, was a myth..
